In the meantime it was disclosed here in 
a report from Vienna that Jewish women in 
Budapest were demanding that Hungarian 
Jewish communities engage women as rabbis 
and permit them participation as equals with 
men in the minyan. A number of letters ap- 
pearing in the Budapest community bulletin 
pointed out that because of a dearth of rabbis 
it was imperative to extend rabbinic preroga- 
tives to women. 

Other letters noted that most worshippers 
in the synagogues were women and for that 
reason they were entitled to participate in the 
minyan and to be called to the reading of the 
law on Sabbaths and holidays,

RECIPE FOR HONEY CAKE REMINDER 
OF FRIENDSHIP OF TWO FAMILIES 


By HELEN COHEN 

HERE WAS one person besides my aunts during my visit 
yom, whom I approached for a recipe. 

In all the years since I left home I’ve never tasted honey 
cake that could match the flavor and texture of those that Mrs. 
Cooper used to bring, together with challos, to our house when 
she and her family came to spend the High 
Holy Days. 

For many years, because they lived too far 
from shul to walk the distance, the Coopers 
celebrated Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur 
with us, and thereby added much to the signific- 
ance of the occasion. The friendship between 
the two families must have been cemented 
when my mother, far from her family in New 
York except for one sister, helped to comfort HELEN COHEN 
another young and homesick wife who had just come all the way 
from Poland with her son to join her husband in America. 


I KNOW THAT THE FRIENDSHIP dates back to the time— 
I couldn’t have been more than three or four—that both families 
vacationed together in the Catskills where we went after visiting 
my grandparents and uncles and aunts in the Big City, and where 
Mr. Cooper used to urge me to show off for all to hear by climb- 
ing on the table to sing “De Greena Cousina.” 

“Beckelech vi roita pomerantzen 

Feeselech vos betten mir tze tanzen .. .” 

There was a time, there, when the two families nurtured hopes 
of being united by stronger ties, but when in due time, my mothers 
daughters were spoken for, their son was able to do his own 
picking. 

When I was home, then, I asked Mrs. Cooper for her honey 
cake recipe; it took several weeks of persuading on my mother’s 
part before she sent it to me, so modest is she. But modesty is 
only one of her many virtues. To me she is one of those who per- 
sonify the finest in our Jewish tradition—hard working, pious, 
kind-hearted, a wonderful home-maker. 

Parts of the Eshes Chayil, the selection from proverbs that is 
yead at the Friday evening meal, seem to be made to order for her: 

“A woman of Valor who can find? 
For her price is far above rubies 
The heart of her husband doth safely trust in her 
And he hath no lack of gain 
She openeth her mouth with wisdom 
And the law of kindness is on her tongue 
Grace is deceitful and beauty is vain 
But a woman that feareth the Lord 
She shall be praised.” 

HONEY CAKE 





1 Ib. honey % glass strong black coffee 
1 lb. sugar 2 tbsp. brandy or whiskey 
1 tsp. baking powder % glass oil 

2 tsp. soda 4 eggs 


About 5 cups flour % cup nuts and I piece orange 
peel cut up (optional) 

Mix honey and sugar, Add well beaten eggs and oil and brandy. 
Sift flour, soda and baking powder. Gradually mix in dry ingre- 
dients with honey mixture and coffee. When all is mixed together, 
pour into 10 by 15 by 3 inch pan that has been lined at the bottom 


with brown paper. Bake 1 hour and % in moderate oven (350).

GELFAND is a_ Russian 
version of the family name 
Elephant or Helfand. Since 
the Russian alphabet does not 
include an “h”, it is usually 
transliteated by a “G.” Gelfand, 
Helfant and Elephant are house 
names. In the 18th century 
houses were not numbered. 
Instead of numbers they were 
marked with wooden signs, 
bearing the likeness of a tree, 
an animal or some other strik- 
ing object.

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Resorts Should Close On Jewish Holidays 


A” OPPORTUNITY to reject an ad from 
a resort advertising “Special Passover 
Services” was finally presented to The Post 
this week. We shall leave the name of the 
resort in oblivion. 

The Post has often criticized resorts for 
using the bait of services to lure Jewish trade 
at the important holidays. Obviously the serv- 
ices could be nothing but a mockery. 

If the resorts out of true religious convict- 
ion were providing dignified services either 
because their guests demanded them or the 
owners felt that the religious days should be 
properly observed, that would be fine. But the 
truth of the matter is that the occasions have 
been commercialized like Christmas, Anything 
for the dollar, 

The following reprint from an article in 
the Reconstructionist of Nov. 3, 1950, clearly 
indicates with what degree of piety the Jew- 
ish holidays services are observed in the re- 
sorts. 

“Rosh Hashonah, the next evening, was 
ushered in with a semblance of solemnity. The 
guests were festively dressed, the tables pro- 
perly set, some decorated with flowers, and 
the hazzan, who had been engaged for the holi- 
days (he was a butcher by occupation) re- 
cited the Kiddush. But the holiday spirit was 
not to last long. For midway during dinner, the 
buoyant, gay master of ceremonies arose amid 
the applause of the assembled guests and an- 
nounced that there would be movies that night! 

“My father looked stunned. He looked at us 
in embarrassment. We had agreed to leave our 
homes and join our parents who had been 
spending the summer at a Yeshivah camp near- 
by, as he wished the family to be together 
this year. He had assured us the holiday would 
be properly observed as he had himself been 
assured. His consternation and embarrassment 
were sad to observe. 

“The next morning, on coming downstairs to 
attend services, I noticed that most of the 
women— including the hazzan’s wife, a Helly- 
wood stereotype, with her blondined straw 
color hair-do—were dressed in their ludicrous, 


unbecoming slacks and sweaters. Some of the 
men, likewise informally dressed, were already 
playing poker. Others, standing about the radio, 
were listening to the ball game, while the chil- 
dren, prevented from playing outdoors be- 
cause of the rain, were deafening the atmos- 
phere with their clamor. I walked through 
the bar to the improvised synagogue, the 
room originally used as the children’s play- 
room, but now converted for the services. A 
crudely painted sign with the Ten Command- 
ments, the cheap ark for the Torah, and the 
American and Jewish flags in the corners, 
symbolized the new use for the room. 

“The service was ultra-orthodox. About a 
hundred men and women, the latter with paper 
yarmelkes on their heads, and separated from 
the men on one side of the room, prayed with 
devotion, faith and tears, omitting no single 
word of the prescribed prayers. 

“There was no pretense, however, of a holi- 
day observance after lunch that day. The 
poker players retired to a side room where 
they locked the door after one of the owners 
had protested the flagrant offense to those 
who were observing the holiday. That night, 
again, the ebullient master of ceremonies arose 
at dinner and announced entertainment and a 
dance in the casino. My father, at all times a 
quiet, tolerant gentleman, protested this time to 
one of the owners of the hotel. The latter 
shrugged his shoulders, swore many oaths 
that the hotel was strictly kosher—wouldn’t 
we all troop into the kitchen and see for our- 
selves—and that he coukin’t help what was 
going on since the guests insisted that they 
had come up for a good time.” 

Public revulsion at this sort of thing should 
by now have forced the resort owners to dis- 
continue this shameful practice. The advertis- 
ing in the daily and Yiddish papers should be 
protested and if possible eliminated by con- 
certed action of the rabbinate. 

If a resort is religious enough to want to 
observe the holidays with services, it should be 
religious enough to close for the duration of 
the holidays. How disrespectful can a Jew be 
of his religion? 


Should Applaud, Not Criticize Rabbi In Politics 


HE dictum of the Intermountain Jewish 

News that “all rabbis should stay out of 
politics,” evoked as it was by a torrid denuncia- 
tion of President Truman by Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver is not valid. 

The News may or may not agree with what 
Rabbi Silver said or it may distrust Rabbi Sil- 
ver’s motives or it may feel that the safest 
policy for the Jewish group is to have its 
rabbinical leadership safely on the sidelines in 
political life. 

But such a position is untenable. 

The late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise was a 
strong political figure in New York, and he 
never hesitated to use his political power te 
clean up corruption or to institute needed re- 


forms, 
Herein may lie what the Denver paper has 


in mind. It may require that rabbis who play 
politics make it clear that they are fighting 
for issues and not taking part in partisan and 
petty political maneuvering for personal 
aggrandizement. 

But it is difficult to draw such a line of 
demarcation. Was Rabbi Silver’s bitter attack 
on the present administration, couched as it 
was in extreme language, partisan politics at 
its’ worst, or was the Cleveland rabbi making 
use of his ability to coin a strong, phrase in 
order to add emphasis to his charges? 

The rabbi involved in sordid political dis- 
putes may not be a pretty picture, but there 
is nothing wrong with it at all. The rabbi 
courageous enough to enter the political arena 
for a cause he thinks needs to be won should 
be applauded, not criticized. 


Sanhedrin Should Have Moral Support Of All Jews 


y ory corroboration by Rabbi Judah Maimen 
in his speech in Baltimore that steps are 
already under way for the reconstitution of 
the ancient Sanhedrin is good news. Even Re 
form and Conservative rabbis should welcome 
the announcement, 

For several hundred years Orthodoxy has 
been without a process for interpreting Jewish 
law and adapting it to modern conditions, Dur- 
ing this time, not only was there no recognized 
authority, but in addition Orthodoxy was under 
such attack both from within and without that 
it dared not accept the idea of change. 

But now Orthodox Jews are living nermal 
lives in-an almost all-Jewish environment in 
Israel. Nothing is more obvious than the need 
for change. That is why the ancient Sanhedrin 
is being convoked. 

Such opposition as there is from non-Ortho- 
dox sources is motivated by fear that the San- 
hedrin will attempt to enforce it$ ruling on all

rabbis and on ail Jews. This is a needless con- 
cern, for mo one knows better than the Ortho- 
dex rabbinate that it has not the least possi- 
bility of affecting, much less dominating, the 
Reform or Conservative rabbinate or laity. 


Just how successful will be the deliberations 
of the Sanhedrin in its first convocation is a 
matter of conjecture. But if the Sanhedrin per- 
sists, it can become one of the most beneficent 
instruments in all Jewry. 


It will require some time no doubt for the 
Sanhedrin to accept wholeheartedly the idea 
that Orthodox Judaism must be made livable 
again. It may be that the first Sanhedrin will 
not be able to reconcile Jewish law with Jewish 
life. But in time it must come to that decision. 


Meanwhile all Jewry should be willing to 
give to the Sanhedrin every moral support. 
Anything that strengthens Orthodoxy strength- 
ens all Jewry.

te problem of how a com- 
munity can secure ample 
publicity in the local Anglo-Jew- 
ish press for its agencies and its 
other activities is concerning an- 
ether Jewish community—this 
time the one in Indianapolis, and 
plans are underway by the Indi- 
anapolis Jewish Welfare Federa- 
tion to publish a house organ. 


The problem posited above has 
plagued many a community, and 
at least five alternative solutions 
are being tried in various parts 
of the country. 


‘In Newark, the Jewish com- 
munity publishes a full-sized, An- 
glo-Jewish paper, just like your 
own local Angio-Jewish papers. 
This is the solution employed in 
Philadelphia and in San Francis- 
co, to name two others. 


In St. Louis, the Federation 
publishes a house organ—limit- 
ing the material in it strictly to 
its own business. This publica- 
tion is issued weekly during the 
annual drive and monthly 
throughout the remainder of the 
year. 


In Louisville, the Louisville 
Conference of Jewish Organiza- 
tions subscribes to The Jewish 
Post, our paper, for every Jewish 
family. 

In Denver, the local organiza- 
tion each give substantial 
amounts—at least $3,000 annual- 
ly—to the Intermountain Jewish 
News for printing their news. 
All local Jewish organizations 
from the Hadassah, the B’nai 
B’rith, the ZOA on make annual 
lump sum contributions to the 
paper. 

These are the principal ar- 
rangements, and all have serious 
defects, some more than others. 
In St. Louis there is dissatisfac- 
tion with the large amount of 
money expended, including sal- 
aries, printing and_ stereotype 
bills for the service rendered. 

In Newark and Philadelphia, 
the complaint is on another 
score, the paper’s independence. 
In Newark, Allan Lesser, the 
editor, was summarily dismissed 
several years ago when he wrote 
an editorial which to my mind 
was an anti-Zionist slip. In Phila- 
delphia the paper is a prodigious 
moneymaker, but compared to 
The Jewish Times, which is in- 
dependently published in the 
same community is like the 
choice between a delicious meal 
and a bowl of mush. One is live- 
ly and entertaining and full of 
punch. The other is naturally in- 
hibited from an editorial stand 
point, and I am not here even 
slightly impugning the integrity 
of the publishers and editors in- 
volved. 

I have learned from experi- 
ence what censorship is, implied 
and otherwise, and I am not so 
innocent as to say that even a 
paper as free as The Post doesn’t 
often find itself involved in ethi- 
cal problems of the very same 
kind. 

In Denver, the situation seems 
to eperate excellently. Under oth- 
er editorship than energetic Bob 
Gamsey, I wouldn’t care to trust 
such an arrangement. 

In Louisville, I think is the 
most beneficent operation. It 
has now been going on for three 
years. Everyone, I should say 
everyone but a few anti-Zionist 
diehards, is very well pleased. 
The community gets a 20-page 
paper weekly, full of local cover- 
age, sprightly and alive. Organ- 
izations use it freely to build up 
their attendance and promote 
their projects, since its circula- 
tion is community-wide. The cost 
to the community is slightly 
more than $4,000 annually, and it 
has been computed by a survey 
by the community itself that a 
similar service operated by the 
community would cost at 





money. 

Above all, in the Louisville ar. 
rangement, The Post has com. 
plete freedom of expression. The 
contract specifically states that 

the Louisville Conference of Jew. 
ish Organizations has no contro] 
over editorial policy whatsoever, 
And since the national section of 
The Post is included in the Louis. 
ville paper, you well know that 
the community gets a hard-hit. 
ting, completely independent pub. 
lication. 

In Indianapolis the plan has 
other involvements. There are 
already two local anglo-Jewish 
publications. If therefore the Fed. 
eration spends from $5,000 to 
$10,000 annually on a publication 
o fits own (they may think this is 
an exagerrated figure, but will 
soon learn otherwise) it will 
necessarily affect the two local 
papers, while at the same time 
cost the community somewhere 
from twenty to fifty per cent of 
the money it spends annually on 
Jewish education. 

So far discussion is on the ba- 
sis of a publication for the dura- 
tion of the drive only, but the 
federation has not hidden its 
plan to publish throughout the 
year if the idea works out. 

In this connection I might 
point out that in Louisville, the 
allocation for the Post is ear. 
marked not publicity, but educa- 
tion. And that is exactly what it 
should be. Over the period of 
years, The Post has raised the in- 
telligence level on things Jewish 
of the entire community: It has 
acted therefore as a_ catalytic 
agent to spark every community 
activity. All organizations and 
all synagogues must over these 
years have felt the impact of a 
laity educated to the problems of 
the Jewish group and the best 
thinking on the solutions to 
these problems, as presented in 
the weekly editions of The Post. 

It still remains a question in 
Indianapolis why a local Federa- 
tion paper is necesary. For years, 
I have been prodding Sidney 
Cahn, federation executive, to do 
a decent job on publicity. He 
has almost no sense of public 
relations, and in fact turns this 
important function over to his 
office staff, none of whom has 
had newspaper training. 

Last year the federation asked 
the representatives of both pa- 
pers to sit down with it to dis- 
cuss publicity for the campaign. 
This was a _ legitimate request, 
but it turned out to be a shabby 
method of pitting the two papers 
against one another. Each paper 
was to be used alternatively for 
three of the six weeks of the 
drive’s duration. The publication 
would be sent to every Jewish 
family in the community. How 
much would -we charge? The 
question was asked with the rep 
resentatives facing each other. 

The next day, I wanted out. 
I told the federation we would 
send the paper free for six weeks 
to every Jewish family, carry all

BAPS ALPERT PROPOSAL THAT ISRAEL 
REPAY U.S. JEWRY WITH TEACHERS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I must take strong issue with 
the substance and tone of Mr. 
Carl Alpert’s column of Jan. 5. 
“Jt’s about time,” says Mr. A., 
“That American Jewry present- 
ed its bill to Israel for the great 
assistance given in the past and 
for the continued financial aid so 
urgently demanded for the fu- 
ture.” 

Since most of the Schlichim 
(Zionist emissaries) from Israel 
are assumed to be here to “secure 
adherents for partisan ideologies” 
he recommends that they be dis- 
patched back to their kibbutim 
and kvutot.” Israel is to discharge 
its debt to American Jewry by 
sending Hebrew teachers in their 
stead to the smaller communities 
where “nobody wants to go” and 
which are “seeking in vain for 
teaching personnel.” Mr. Alpert 
assumes that American Jewry. is 
in a superior moral position and 
is waiting rather patiently for the 
Israeli people to begin paying 
off on our disinterested generos- 
ity. This is not an accurate de- 
scription of the spirit in which 
the American Jew has met the 
overseas demand. The attitude of 
the average donor has been truly 
disinterested. The success and 
stability of Israel is his first con- 
cern and if he expects results, he 
expects them in Israel and not in 
America. If Mr. Alpert will look 
hard enough, he will find that 
the “debt” has already been paid 
in a heightened sense of-pride and 
self-respect for Jews all over the 
world. He will find that finan- 
cially Israel paid off by assuming 
the heaviest responsibility for the 
Jargest number of displaced per- 
sons. If he will reflect he will 
realize that the success of Israel 
has in large measure relieved the 
American Jewish community of 
that responsibility. He will also 
find that Israel is paying off in 
a very precious and exportable 
commodity—Jewish culture. 


portable case can be put forth 
in favor of any undischarged 
debts. Israel today is struggling 
and sacrificing far more than we 
are. So long as this is the case, 
I’ cannot see how we can con- 
scionably urge further sacrifice 
upon her, especially for our home 
needs. For the sending of needec 
teachers to the outlying com- 
munities is a financial responsi- 
bility devolving upon American 
Jewry. The stortage of Hebrew 
teachers in America is not in sup- 
ply, but in effective demand. The 
outlying communities are unable 
to offer enough to offset the dis- 
advantages, fancied or real, which 
dissuade the qualified native. This 
is not an Israeli problem. More- 
over, Israel needs its teachers for 
the tremendous job of assimilat- 
ing the large influx of Jews from 
the Near and Middle East and 
from Europe. 

Mr. Alpert in his wholesale re- 
allocation of Israeli personnel sug- 
gests further that schlichim who 
are partisan should be sent home. 
“We need teachers, not party 
salesmen.” Quite true, but our 
need for teachers (in the Dakotas, 
etc.) is not in the least related to 
Israel’s need for schlichim. Such 
confusion is  as_ irresponsible 
as it is querulous. As for the 
partisan loyalties of the typical 
shaliach. Surely Mr. Alpert is 
aware that in Israel, political 
alignment is not a two-party af- 
fair and that for better or worse, 
what has been achieved to date 
has been achieved by many very 
“partisan” people. On the basic 
questions of democracy and Se- 
cudity the nation is unified. 

At any rate, one may surely 
question the propriety of such 
petulant suggestions to Israel on 
how to run her affairs. Let us be 
prideful and generous and leave 
the carping to others.

It was with considerable indig- 
nation that I read your story

ply that a leader of Hapoel Ham- 
izrachi is coming here to engage 
in a campaign against Israel’s 
Minister of Religion, whose 
greatness does not merely lie in 
his government position, but is 
rather derived from his intimate 
knowledge of Torah. 


It is perhaps true that Mizra- 
chi of America did not see it fit, 
for one reason or another, to 
invite Hapoel Hamizrachi to any 
of the official functions in honor 
of Rabbi Maimon.

The Editor's Chair 
(Continued from preceding page) 
the drive publicity and charge 
them nothing. This we _ pro- 
ceeded to do, and although the 
federation asked us for a bill, we 
refused to send them one. This 
was my only protection against 
people like this. Meanwhile I 
had contributed $1,000 to the 
local drive ‘over the past two 
years (not all paid up yet, (un- 
fortunately). 


Now publicity has become the 
one most important job of local 
federation executives. I would 
say that fifty per cent of the 
success of the drive depends on 
proper publicity. Yet week after 
week would go by in local drives, 
when Mr. Cahn had no publicity 
for us whatsoever. He may be 
very competent in other direc, 
tions, but he knows about as 
much about public relations as 
mv 11-months-old son. 

The move in Indianapolis has 
the support of Julian Freeman, 
who is both president of the:Indi- 
anapolis Jewish Welfare Federa- 
tion and the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds. 
I suppose it is a fair deduction 
to say that wherever there is a 
like situation throughout the 
United States, Mr. Freeman is in 
favor of the federation embark- 
ing on its own paper. 

Now we have always consider- 
ed the local annual drive the 
most important single activity in 
the community during the year. 
As such in Louisville we give the 
drive the first page practically 
for the full duration of the cam- 
paign. We have done as much ip 
Indianapolis and in St. Louis 
when we could get the executives 
to supply us with the news, 
which is practically never. 

Last year we got sore and 
pushed Mr. Cahn into giving am- 
ple publicity to a city-wide one- 
day soliciation. It proved such a 
tremendous success that al] the 
day even without having the 
spotlight shine on them. Foremost 
in our minds should be the fact 
that Israel is an established state 
today fighting for its existence 
economically and at the same 
time attempting to establish ide- 
ological lines from a point of 
view of religion and world-poli- 
tics.

Come to think of it, folks, I haven’t written for the Post for 
some time now. Where do we start? 

HEY say of the Government of Israel that it is a government 
T on wheels. Every Ministry has an office in Tel Aviv and an 
office in New York. You want to know about cattle, you have to see 
the Director in Tel Aviv; you want to know about plants, the place 
is Jerusalem. The chances are that when you get to Tel Aviv, the 
Director will be having a special appointment with the Secretary 
General at Jerusalem, and when you get to Jerusalem, your man 
will be in Tel Aviv. 

Sometimes officials travel to other parts of the country, on what 
we may say normal duty, not connected with the fact that there 
are two capitals in the country! But most of the traveling by offi- 
cials is between the two capitals: the ancient one, at Hakiryah (a 
suburb of Tel Aviv, and the modern one, at Jerusalem. The ancient 
capital is really pre-historic, dating as it does from a few weeks 
before the 14th of May 1948. 

HERE is a government car service to transport officials on 

official duty (except those who have special cars of their own) 
going mostly between the two capitals, You can also get transpor- 
tation in town on official duty by one of those cars. And that is 
how I met Rivkah. 

After getting from Jerusalem to Hakiryah in the morning, I 
left my things at the Ministry (of Agriculture) and went to ask 
for transportation that same afternoon to Haifa, and in the mean- 
time to the Ritz Hotel where the foreign correspondents hang out.

“Your name, Sir,” she asked me. “What Ministry? What de- 
partment? Your destination?” She marked it all down, made me 
sign and off we went to the Ritz. 

“Shucks!” she complained, evidently anxious to make conver- 
sation. “They drive us ragged. Yesterday I drove to Jerusalem at 
night. I made over four hundred kilometers , . . etc.” 

“How many women drivers are you?” I asked. “Four,” she said, 
“three in the government service.”

Of Bond Issue With S.E.C. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The State of Israel has filed a registra 
tion statement of its forthcoming sale of bonds in the United States 
with the Securities and Exchange Commission. 

The bonds, which will be known as the “Independence Issue”

(a) Coupon Bonds, 3% percent

Capital Appreciation or 
Saving Bonds, which will 
appreciate in value by 50 
percent at the date of ma- 
turity. 

Coupon Bonds will mature in 
15 years, and Capital Apprecia- 
tion Bonds will mature in 12 
years. Payments of interest and 
principal will be made by desig- 
nated American banks in Ameri- 
can curency. All State of Israel 
Bonds will be sold at face value. 
Both Coupon and Savings Bonds 
will be available in various de- 
nominations for all income brack- 
ets.

bonds authorizes Israel’s Minister 
of Finance to redeem Bonds on 
the death of the original owner. 
It pledges “the full faith and 
credit of the State of Israel” for 
the payment of interest and prin- 
cipal of the loan. 

The Bonds will be retired at the 
rate of 2 percent annually in the 
6th, 7th, 8th and 9th years; and 
at the rate of 3 percent annually 
in the 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th and 
14th years. 


Another provision enables pur- 
chasers of Israel Bonds to con- 
vert their bonds, at any time, into 
Israel currency at the prevailing 
official rate of exchange with no 
restriction on the manner in 
which these funds may be used 
in Israel.
